Orrin N. Carter, former associate 
justice of the Illinois Supreme court, 
died late Wednesday at his home in 
Glendale, Cal., a suburb of Los An- 
geles, where he had been living for 
the last three years. 


preme court bench of his own volition 
in 1924.

Formerly Cook County Judge. 

Before taking his position on’ the 
Supreme court bench Judge Carter 
held several other public offices and 
was widely known.

From 1882 to 1894 he was 
attorney for the sanitary district of 
Chicago. In 1894 he was elected coun- 
ty judge of Cook county, a’ position 
he held until 1906, when he was first 
elected a Supreme court justice. 


county, N. Y. He came west as a 
boy and worked his way through 
Wheaton college. Graduated in 1877, 
he became a school teacher and was 
later superintendent of schools. in 
Grundy county. He first came to Cook 
county in 1889. 

Oldtimers in politics recall that 
Judge Carter was a candidate for the 
Republican nomination for governor 
in 1900, and was opposed for the Cook 
county delegates by Elbridge Hanecy, 
who was a protege of William Lori- 
mer. They split the Cook county 
delegates. 

Vote Deadlock Broken. 

The downstate delegates to the con- 
vention were divided between Richard 
Yates, son of the former war gover- 
nor, and Walter Reeves, backed by 
the federal office holders. A dead-

Early this morning the girl's body 
was viewed by her moher, Mrs. Sadie 
Zaccard, 2011 Mohawk street; her 
brother, Frank Zaccard, 4230 North 
Francisco avenue, and his wife, Jane, 
and Miss Clara Weber, who gave her 
address as .158 West Grand avenue, a 
close associate of the Zaccard girl. 
The mother and Miss Weber idenfified 
the remnants of the clothing on the 
body as those of a dress worn by Miss 
Zaceard at 8 o'clock on Wednesday 
evening when she left her mother’s 
home to go to her own at 626 North 
Halsted street. 

-Knowledge of the next movements 
of Miss Zaccard comes from her

In addition, Miss 
Weber said she was positive in the 
identification of one unburned foot. 
Police early this morning entered the

Believe Girl Burned Alive. 

Crown Point officials investigating 
the crime believe the one bullet wound 
found in the girl's jaw did not cause 
death and that she was still alive 
when the gasoline was poured over her 
and the torch applied. The theory is 
that the slaying was done by confed- 
erates of Francisco in the West Mc- 
Henry bank robbery, who feared that 
because her husband had been slain 
she might divulge their names.

WHAT TO DO IN CASES OF 
SNAKEBITE., 
ACH year correspondents segd me 
newspaper clippings recording fa- 
talities from rattlesnake bite. As 
a rule, these are Associated Press 
Stories, and are repeated in many pa- 
pers. I have received clippings from, 
Say, a dozen papers, each telling the 
Same story of the samie fatality. Most 
of these stories relate to children. The 
combination of a large rattlesnake and 
a child coming together in a rural dis- 
trict far removed from doctors and anti- 
venin is a bad one. 

There are certain facts about snake- 
bite that we can consider as fairly defi- 
nitely established. These are: Whisky 
and other alcoholic beverages are in no 
proper sense an antidote, cure or remedy 
for snakebite. Its use in large doses as 
such is likely to cause death from acute 
alcoholism. Nor is it a preventive. 


Few rattlesnakes can inject a dose of 
poison large enough to kill a man. Not 
very many can inject enough to kill a 
child. There are exceedingly few mocca- 
#ins or other snakes that can inject a 
fatal dose in either a man or child. 

Jackson and Harrison give the fatal 
dose for a 20 pound dog ag being be- 
tween one-thirtieth and one-fifth of a 
grain. The fatal dose, on this basis, for 
a man weighing 160 pounds, is about 


grains of the active principle of the 
poison. While the poison sac of the 
snake may hold more than that only @ 
small part of the poison in the sac finds 
its way into the wound. 

The best treatment is to slash the 
skin freely around the wound. The poi- 
son should be sucked from the cuts by 
means.pf an ordinary breast pump. If 
this is not at hand a suction pump can 
be improvised with a glass and e 
to heat the air within it before the 
glass is applied. Sucking the wound is 
efficacious and safe. The quicker the 
slashing and sucking is done the better. 
However, the poison can be.made to ooze 
out of the wound for more than twenty- 
four hours after the time of the accident.

Spud growers expect to have the 
biggest potato crop on record this year 
but many things could happen to the 
individual grower’s patch to lower the 
yield beforé digging the late crop. 
Weather has been favorable for poto- 
toes and also for late blight. Ento- 
mologists know that when it is rainy 
and cool, potatets grow rapidly and 
blight thrives, too. | 

Spraying with Bordeaux mixture of 
4-4-50 strength is the most effective 
treatment for blight, the spud disease 
that often puts an end to potato 
growing in sections where it gets a 
good start. Make the Bordeaux solu- 
tion by mixing four pounds of copper 
sulphate and an equal amount of 
suicklime or six pounds of dehydrated 


lime in fifty gallong of water. Grow- 
ers who have never made the mixture 
before should write to their state agri- 
cultural college for specific directions. 

Tipburn is another potato pest that 
igs checked by the Bordeaux spray. 
Ohio station specialists say they have 
evidence that this mixture sprayed 
on potate plants actually stimulates 
growth, and advise keeping the plants 
sprayed often enough 
will be well covered 
material. — 

Big yields of potatoes are produced 
by gardeners who spray carefully 
every season.
